UNUSUAL RACING FEATURE 



Annapolis, Md., April 4. — The session of the 
the Maryland legislature for 1916 expire<l by limi- 
tation last night at 12 o’rluek and with it died 
the Hull anti-nieiug bill, so that the sport is safe 
for two years more at least, as the legislature will 
not meet again until 1918. 

Senator Williams, the head and front of the race 
track opiMsition in tlie stmate, fouglit to the bitter 
end but it was of no use, for the frientls of racing 
in the upiier house were too strong for him. Tlie 
Hall measure reall.v re<*eived its quietus early yes- 
terday afternoon when the wnate rejected a motion 
from senator Williams to susi»eml the rules and 
iwss the bill to its tliird reading. It was ne<*es- 
sary to carry this motion if the bill was to have 
a chance. The vote rejecting the W'^illiams motion 
was 13 to 11. 

The bill was called np on its second reading and 
was amended by substituting the Frick bill, whicli 
w^ould regulate racing tiirough a commission of 
three and would charge tlie tnicks $1,000 a day for 
a license. The Fri<*k bill was substituted by a 
vote of 15 to 8. Then a motion was made to 
suspend the rules and pass the amended bill. The 
vote on his motion was 16 to S. As eighteen 
votes were needed to siiK]M>nd the rules, the motion 
was lost and the bill died. 

There was considerable debate on tlie question 
at last night’s session. Senator Williams sfwke in 
favor of the Hall bill. Senator Archer of Harford 
op|M>sed the measure on the grounds that it would 
encourage gambling on credit, one t»f the most in- 
stdhius forms of gambling, he said. He said he 
favored the Frick bill as an amendment, although 
it was not all he desired. 

Thus ended the long fight against racing, started 
by a few agitators and nursed along by the politi- 
cians and the lobby. The peiiple of Maryland, as 
a whole, W'ant racing, although many of them would 
have been glad if a state-wide commission had been 
established to regulate the sport. This might liave 
been done had the race trucks agreed on a measure, 
but there were two factions and, between them, 
the racing commission idea fell to the ground. 



Just now the two-year-olds of the present year which have raced sn .'cessfully are those which in | 
the main made their debut in racing at the winter tracks.

Jockey Stirling Injured When Bonanza Fall»

Hot Springs, Ark., April 4. — Jockey D. Stirling, 
who had the mount on Bonanza in the three- 
quarters handicap which featured the getaway card, 
sustained a bad fall shortl.v after the start in a 
jam that caused the horse to fall heavily. He was 
taken to the track hospital, where several doctors 
gave him their attention. He was still unconscious 
when rushed to a nearby hospital for a more com- 
plete examination of liis injuries. The superficial 
examination showed him to probably have concus 
sion of the brain. The race had among its entries 
some of the best sprinters here. Dr. Larrick ruled 
an overwhelming favorite, but ran disappointingly 
and landed in third place. Mars Cassidy and Loftus 
fought it out and the former won by a scant neck 

One of the best crowds that has been in attend- 
ance at the Oakluwn track during tlie present 
season was on hand for the final day of racing. 
'The Miiort was enjoyable and about the best that 
has been provided here this spring. 

Twenty -three “information” men were in line, 
but the volume of betting this afternoon was com- 
paratively light. There has been an average of 
twenty -four layers on throughout the twenty -one 
days of racing and most of the number have suffered 
losses. 

General Manager Joseph E. Martin, commenting 
on the meeting just closed, stated that he was 
highly gratified over the n*sults and that its suc- 
cess exef*eded his ex]M*('tations by far. Extensive 
improvements will Iwgin shortly on the plant and 
will include the nqiaintiiig of all the structures 
and a reinwleling of the stables and the <iuarters 
for the stable lielp.

Baltimore, Md., April 4. — The selling race men 
had a busy time at the Bowie course this after- 
noon, when six of the seven winners were advanc*ed 
over their entered prices. The first winner W’as 
advanced $3a5, the sec-ond $300, the third $405. tlie 
fourth $105, the fifth $205. and the seventh $405. 
Old Servicence was tlie only winner to escape a 
runup. The incident is almost without parallel in 
the history of the turf. F’eiids\ resulting from al- 
tercations at otlier courses, were, in the main, re- 
siHinsible for the bidding. 

A featureless <*ard and one which catered to 
the cheaiier grade of selling platers was offered 
this afternoon. Threatening skies again had an 
jiffect on the attendance. Small fields went to tlie 
IKist, but tlie majority of the winners were returned 
after hard drives. 

In what was closest to a feature, a selling affair 
at six and a half furlongs, a stirring finish re- 
sulted in which Phil Ungar managed to get np in 
the last few strides to take the measure of Between 
Us with Scaramouch third. 

Schuttingcr’s overconfidence almost resulted in 
the defeat of R. O. Egan’s Water Lily in the fifth 
race. He eased his mount up in the final sixteenth 
and had only a narrow margin over Supreme at 
the end. 

Trainer Jack Goldsborongh will ship Andrew Mil- 
ler’s Roamer to Kentucky shortly to prepare him 
for the Kentucky Handicap, for which stake he 
has been entered. He is backward in condition be- 
cause of the unseasonable weather aNmt New 
York. Jockey Butwell will go to the blue grass 
state to ride Roamer. 

Now that the Maryland racing situation is settled 
for at least two years, the Pennsylvania railroad 
has announced that it will build a spur into the 
Bowie track. 

Sheridan Clark was an arrival today. He will 
leave for Canada shortly to take up hhr dnttes as 
racing secretary for the Dorval Park Jockey Club. 

Jack Hare, who booked at the Havana meeting 
for the entire eighty -fonr days, arrived from New 
York and will remain for a few days before leaving 
for his home in Toronto. He was accompanied by 
Oscar E. Bockman. 

W. T. Anderson, whose stable has been taking 
part in the meeting at Hot Springs, was an arrival 
last night. His horses reached here this morning 
and joined the division of the string that wintered 
at Capt. P. M. Walker’s farm in Virginia. 

William Walker has purchased from G. A. Alex- 
andra the old sprinter Parlor Boy, and E. T. Zelli- 
coffer purchased Phil Ungar from G. Phillips. 

Duke of Dunbar pulled up lame after being worked 
this morning and w’as excused by the stewards from 
starting in the fourth race. 

H. D. Brown was an arrival from Havana. He 
will stop over for a few days before continuing on 
to New Y’ork. Before leaving Cuba Mr. Brown ar- 
ranged for further improvements at Oriental Park. 
He plans to make the course at Marianao a veri- 
table paradise. The good reports brought back by 
horsemen have given a big reputation to the place 
and during the afternoon he received assurances 
from a considerable number of horsemen that they 
would race their stables at Oriental Park next 
winter, 

Charles Francis, winner of the seventh race on 
Monday, was advam*ed $205 over liis entered price 
of $300 by G. Phillips and P. E. Fitzgerald. Viley, 
winner of the first race this afternoon, was bhl np 
to $605 by William Walker and was bought in. 
After Sir Dyke won the second race, P. E. Fitz- 
gerald secured him on his bid of $600. This was 
an advance of $300 over his entered price. 

R. B. Stelle will leave for Kentucky shortly 
to look over some two-year-olds on which he holds 
an option. It is Mr. Stelle’s intention to strengthen 
his stable by tlie addition of several horses, which 
will be rac<*d on the ('anudian circuit.

Covers a Mile in 1:45 at Douglas Park Without 
Showing Any Distress from It. 



Louisville. Ky.. April 4. — So far the best work 
of this spring by any candidate in the Kentucky 
IH*rb.v is to the credit of I)o<lge, now' in the train- 
ing barn of his ow'ner, J. S. Ward, at Douglas 
Park. In <*onipany with his stable <-ompanion 
Franklin, as |>a<*eninker, the latter also being eligi- 
ble to the IbTby, Dodge worked a mile handily in 
<*overing the first thn*e-qnarters in 1:16%. 
He was up]»arently going easily all the way and 
eased up at the end without showing the least 
dgnals 4if distress. The work seems to indicate 
that lM>th he and his stable companion are much 
farther advaiu'cd in their preparation than many 
others of the Imaillj*- trained Derby eligibles. There 
is no reason to doubt that the.v will sure be fit 
to go the mile and a quarter of the Derby. 

In the mud at Cluirchill Dowms trainer William 
Wallac*e let Big Smoke go seven-eighths in 1:37%. 
The s<»n of Duke of Ormonde <lid W'as was asked of 
him generously and cended out sui)erbly. He is 
now read.v for a gmal mile, when track conditions 
are favorable. 

Trainer Albert Simons has Slipshod. H. P, Whit- 
ney’s half-brother to Buskin, going right along in 
his I)erl).v preparation ami. no matter the condi- 
tion of the track on the day of his regular w'ork, 
the son of Broomstick is put through his paces. 
The l<M*al turfman, C. F. Buschemeyer, who ow’ns 
Hawthorn, which he bought as a two-year-old in 
1912, W’ith the hope of winning the Kentucky Derby 
with liim in 1913, thinks highly of Slipshod and 
is crediteil with having made trainer Simons, as 
representing Mr. Whitney, an offer of $10,000 for 
the gelding in the last few days. Simons had 
pritsMl SlipshtMl at $2O,0(MI, it is said, hut in- 
timatcil to Mr. Buschemeyer that Mr. Wiiitney 
might take $1.5.000, tliongh his instructions had 
l)een to price SlipshtMl at the larger amount. A 
friend of Mr, Buschemeyer stated yesterday that 
he lH*lieved the Louisville turfman W'tnild really 
pay $12,.500 for the son of Burgomaster, w'hich is 
the price he paid for Hawthorn, as a two-year- 
old. Mr. Buschemej’er is anxious to awn a horse 
that can either win or show well in the Kentucky 
Derb.v. In his t>pinion, Slipshotl h.as a gcM>d chance 
in the Derby. There is no doubt that the half- 
brother to Buskin showed better as a two-year-old 
than he was ex|M»cted to d<» on acs-ount of his size 
and all agree he has improved mnstantly sim-e he 
first carried colors. His stake w'in last year was 
the Eastern Shore Stakes at H.ivre de (Jraee, Md. 
In that ra«-e he l>eat that extra gcMnl tw’o-year-old 
King Neptune, Pesky and a big band of other 
starters. The opinion prevails that, in holding the 
gelding at $20.<NN>. tntiner Simons reall.v does not 
<*an‘ to sell him, until it is demonstrated that 
some other of the Whitney eligibles to the Derby 
are his sui>erior. 

Mr. Buschemeyer had quite a band of tw’o-.vear- 
olds in training last yc-ar in the stable of J. C. 
Milam, but none of them turned out goo<l enough 
to be nominated to the event this year. He has 
set his heart on winning the Kentucky Derb.v and, 
believing that Slipshod has a good chance in the 
big race, lie may finally conclude to increase his 
offer for the gelding and thus become the owner 
of another Derb.v candidate. Mr. Buschemeyer will 
alw'ays think that, bad he not been taken sick on 
the eve of the race. Hawthorn would have won 
the Kentuck.v Derb.v in 1913. The son of Hastings 
could not even start on account of his illness and 
that is the race which Doneruil. a rank outsider 
w'on, and low’ered the colors of Ten Point. Haw- 
thorn was the winter and early spring favorite for 
the Derb.v that year and, though he has since won 
a number <»f races, his early spring sickness left 
him a w'reck as far as being able to afterwanls 
4-over a considerable distance of ground. The 
famous old gelding was recently sent to Lexing- 
ton by Mr. Buscheme.ver to train for racing again 
this year, he having been turncHl out here all 
winter. He is said to be looking better than ever 
and w'hen he left here for the Milam training 
quarters at Lexington he wreighed 1.375 pounds. 

The fill.v Julia L. is looking grandly in the train- 
ing stable of J. Livingston and trainer H. R. 
Brandt 4loes not hesitate in his talk of claiming 
her to be the w'inner 4»f the Kentucky Oaks. She is 
also eligible to the Keiitu(-k.v Derby, but will hardly 
start in that race unless all the other Livingston 
entries. w'hi4*h an* 4-olts and geldings, should go 
wrong in their training. 

Julia L. has not ra<*ed since her two-year-old 
form at Juarez, w'hen she w’on four of her five 
starts and was only defeated in the mud. She now 
stands full fifteen hands, three inches high, covers 
a wonderful lot of ground in her bodily make-up 
and has, in fact, develoi)ed into one of the best 
looking three -year -old fillies ever in training here, 
comparing favorably in her appearance with Regret. 
Trainer Brandt will give her as a preliminary race 
to the Kentucky Oaks, a start in the Ashland Oaks 
at Lexington and he is confident that no local filly 
of her age in training w’ill prove her superior this 
year. 

At the Argyle Farm of W. F. Schulte, the former 
good race mare, Zienap, is now daily expected to 
drop her first foal and this colt or filly will be 
by the good horse Solar Star. Schulte says, that 
no matter if it is a filly instead of a colt, he ex- 
pects to win with it the Kentucky Derby of 1919. 

Though Zienap won such events as the Lynbrook 
Stakes and Hunter Handicap, her biggest money 
winning in any race wras her second in the Great 
Filly Stakes. She is one of the choicest bred race 
mares now* in the stud. She comes from a family 
that raced with rare distinction for the late William 
Pottrell, and everything from it could run. One of 
its early winners was Boiiaventure, which won the 
Lrfidies Stakes at Jerome Park in 1874, the year 
when such go4Hl fillies were out in the east as 
Regardless. Countess and Madge. S4-hulte has not 
decided just to what horse he will breed Zienap 
this year, but it will probably be either Jim Gaff- 
ney or Fr4*e Lance. 



GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

A dispatch of yesterday from London says: 
French troops holding the fortified village of Beth- 
incourt, ten miles northwest of Verdun, are three - 
fourth surrounded b.v the Germans and under ter- 
rific bombardment from German rtillery. It is 
believed they will evacuate the position before 
many hours. The French position on the w'est bank 
of the Meuse has again become serious. French 
successes in the fighting around Vaux village yes- 
terday were imiK>rtant, but did not offset the Ger- 
man gain on a tw’o-mile front U4>rthw'est of Verdun. 
Following the French retirement to the south side 
of the Forges br<M>k. the Germans are laying Beth- 
inconrt, the imiM)rtaiit communit-ation point of Esnes 
and the Bourrus w'ootls, under heavy fire. The 
w'liidi* sector nortlnvest of Verdun w'itnesse4l a great 
artillery battle from dawn to sunset yesterday. 
For nearly a w'4*ek the Germans have been shelling 
hill 304, the keystoue^ of the French outer defenses 
in this regUm, da.v and night. Steady, streams of 
shells have been playing uih>ii the slopt*s and sum- 
mits. wrecking French trenches and searching out 
French batteries. There is every evidence that the 
(iemiuns plan to take Bethim-onrt, smother the 
French lines to the southw’cst under a mighty at- 
tack and drive the French back uiK>n the first per- 
manent fortifi(*ations of Verdun, near Esnes. French 
gains in .yesterday’s fighting near the village of 
Vaux have <-on firmed the belief of English military 
m4ii that the crown priiu-e w’ill never win Verdun 
from the northeastern front. Siiu-e the 4-aptiire of 
I>4>uaiiiniunt fort and village the Germans have made 
no important progress on this front, though they 
have sacrifi4*e4l thousands of men in attempts to 
tuk4‘ Fort Vaux. News of the presen4-e 4>f large 
German for4-es on the British front in Flaiulers 
and northern Fran4-e, reiwrted in today’s dispatches 
from 4*4irresiM)ndents at the front, confirmed prev- 
ious reports from Dutch sonr4-es. 8in4-e the begin- 
ning of the Verdun offensive the Germans, though 
stripping their lines elsewhere, have held large 
for4-4-s 4>piM)site General Haig’s army, fearing a 
British offensive. 

A dispatch of Monday afternoon fnnn Paris 
sa.vs: By successful 4*ounter attacks French troops 

gained ground last night in the Caillette w'oods, 
southeast of Fort Douaumont, the w'ar office an- 
nounced this afteru4M)n. The counter attacks w’ere 
of great violence and brought to a halt the German 
offensive delievered in this region by a force esti- 
[ mated at 20.(MI0 men. The (Germans apparently 
were attempting to drive southwar4l. planning to 
[ surround Fort Vaux. w'hicli has resistecl successive 
massed attacks by tlie Germans siiii-e the t*arl.v 
4lays 4»f the Verdun fighting. On the west !»ank of 
the Meuse the Germans lM>inbar4l4-d Mam-oiirt and 
Esnes througliout the night. The Freiu'li guns on 
liill 304 rt-plied eiiergetic-all.v. In yesterilay’s fight- 
ing, the Germans advanced uu a front of nearly two 



miles. The whob* siM-tor lM‘tw4»4‘n tlie ruins of Fort 
D«>uanniout and the Vaux bnaik was tlie s<-4>in* of 
flespcrate fighting. By linrltng mass after mass 
at tlie Fren4*h tn‘n4-ht*s. the ilermans f4ir4-4Ml their 
wa.v a4T4»sK the Vaux -Douaumont r4»ad. Then, shelt- 
ert'4l from machine-gun fire b.v a slight rise the.v 
advanced into the northern fringes of Paillette 
wood. Farther south, near Vaux village, the Ger- 
man charge was met by a sheeted fire that broke 
the gray ranks in confusion. The French shattered 
the German front w’itli artillery and machine-gun 
fire from liehind redoubts on the highw’ay leading 
W4fstwanl from Vanx. In the W<M*vre region the 
night was calm. In I»miine a tJerman re4-4»nnais- 
saiu-e was rejiulsed. A tJermnn w'ar plane fell 1m*- 
hind the French lines near Moj'en ami its 04*cu- 
pants were 4-aptur4*d. 

Admiral Sir C.vprlan Bridge of the British navy, 
in a report on merchant shipping losses, gives the

The vessels which 
raided Scotland crossed the coast at 9 p. m., 9:45 
p. m, and 10:15 p. m., resiiectively. and cruised 
over southeastern counties of Scotland until about 
1:10 a. m. Their course gave no indication of any 
special locality for attack, but thirty -six explosive 
and seventeen incendiary bombs were dropped on 
various places, damaging some hotels and dw'clling 
houses. Following are the casualties which are re- 
lM)rted at present in Scotland: Killed, seven men. 

no w'omen, three children; total, ten. Injnre4l, 
five men, two w’omen, four children; total, eleven. 

Before the house naval committee, the Bethle- 
hem Steel company yesterday made a final reiMirt 
to prevent the recomiitendation of the government 
armor-plate bill. It pledged that if the United 
States became involved in war, or threatened w’ith 
war, the plant would furnish every product it m:ide 
“at any price the government ch4M>ses to pay:*’ and 
that the plant w'ould run to capacity tw'enty-four 
liours a day. Further it agret*d to manufacture 
armor plate for an imlefinite i>eriod at any pri4*e 
the f4*denil trade c*omniission might fix. These w’ere 
in addition to former offers to furnish armor for 
$395 a ton f4>r five years. There w’as a serious 
question wrhether even these offers wonhl save the 
4X>iiipany from government 4*4»mi>etition. President 
Gra4*e said he made the offers as a matter of 

patriotism, and to save the $7,000,000 invested in 
the present plant. 

The Tjoudon Times* military corrsepondent in 

an account of his visit to Verdun and the French 
front predicts the development shortly of a big 
batUe on the British front: “The Germans,’’ 

says the corresiM)ndent, “have their army dis- 

tributed in two great masses — one in front of 
the British army and the other around Verdun. 
The first group numbers thirty- four divisions and 
tlie latter thirty divisions. The rest of the line 
in France is thinly held. From this distribu- 
tion one must supiKise either that the Germans in- 
tend to attack the British or expect the British to 
attack them.’* 

Great Britain*s refusal to release the thirty - 
eight Germans, Austrians and Turks taken from the 
American steamer China near Hhanghai w’as re- 
ceived yesterday at the state department and w’ill 
be given out for publication later. The British 
note is understood to insist on the right of that 
government to seize enemy subjects returning to 
take part in the w’ar. This, it is understtMMl, the 
United States is prepared to vigorously dispute. 
The intention of the state department is to 4lemand 
the unt'onditional release of the prisoners according 
to many pre4*edcnts. 

Work of drafting the annual naval appropriation 
bill was begun yesterday by the House naval sub- 
committee follow'ing the <M>nclusion of hearings be- 
fore the full committee. Secretary Daniels, the 
last witness before the committee, completed three 
days of testimony late Monday. He made a final 
appeal in behalf of the administration’s five-year 
building program. Provision in the bill for six 
capital ships, two dreadnaughts and four battle 
cruisers, may be made as a compromise betwreen 
Secretary Daniels’ recommendations and those of 
the general naval board. 

The explosion of a powder factory in Kent, 
England, has caused the death or injury of 200 
persons, it was announced officially yesterday. The 
following statement was given out: The ministry 

of munitions reports w’ith great regret that during 
the week end a serious fire broke out in a powder 
factory, which led to a series of explosions in tlie 
w’orks. The fire was purely accidental. It was 
dis(*overed at midday and the last of tlie explos- 
ions took place shortly, after two in the after-

METHOD OF MAKING A REAL JOCTKEY. 

Lads Must Undergo Long and Hard Labor Before 
Being Allowed to Ride. 

The life histories of famous jockeys are con- 
stantly being published, and interesting reading 
most of them afford, but they seldom give any 

details of how these “knights of the pig-skin” 
fared in the earliest stages of apprenticeship. 
From time to time articles have appeared describ- 
ing the life of an apprentice iu a big racing es- 
tablishment, and the writers have endeavored faith- 
fully to limn them from their iioint of view, 

though the experiences narrated invariably differ 
widely from fact. Few people are aware of the 
hardships which are endured by a boy who is to 
make his mark as a jockey, and it is generally 
imagined that if a lad is of a sufficiently slender 
build he lias merely to enter a racing stable to 

earn the income of a Cabinet Minister in a few 

years. Tliis i.s a great mistake, as everyone con- 
»*erned witli stables knows well enough, and as 
every embryo jockey finds out to his cost. The 
training of a jockey entails many years of hard 
work if success is to lie achieveil, and possessing 
a strong constitution alone will enable an appren- 
tice to rise to the iiosithm of a first-rate jockey. 
Tlie famous actor usually gains fame by beginning 
on the lowest rung of the ladder, and so it Is with 
the jockey, and few cases can be recalled of any 
rider of note who has not commenced liis career 
by doing his “bit” in the stables. That those 
who rise to the top of the tree are few and far 
iietween Is apparent from the long list of ap- 
prentices which appears year by year in the “Rac- 
ing Calendar.” the majority of whom pass Into 
obscurity. The life of an apprentice in a racing 
stable, although healthy enough, is by no means a 
bed of roses, and woe betide the gently nurtured 
lad who thinks he is going to have a good time. 
Y'ears ago an apprentice was though little of. and 
his hoii.sing and feeding were of the most primitive 
kind; but things have changed greatly, and In most 
establishments the lads are looked after with the 
greatest care and their interests studied in every 
possible way. 

The term of apprenticeship varies considerably, 
and it usually rests with his parents whether a 
boy is bf>uud to a trainer for three, five, or more 
years. In most instances fi%*e years is the stipu- 
lated time, as the rudiments of the profession can 
scarcely lie taught in less. tlsMigh in some cases 
the apprenticeship last until the majority is at- 
tained. It is ail old saying — and a giHsl <uie. too — 
that jo«*keys an* liorn and not made. There is. 
howev«T. imicii to !»• said for the other side of 
the ((uestion, and nearly all the crack jo<keys of 
tlie 7>resent day owe their positions to the care- 
ful tuition bcstoweil upon tlnmi by their early 
employers, A Isiy must have bred in him the 
ability to control horses and the nerve to do so, 
for no teacher can instil these very necessary at- 
tributes. The instinct to judge pace is indispen- 
sable, as without it no boy can hope to succeed, 
and it was probably owing to this faculty that 
Sloan exercised snob influence on race riding in 
England. The inability to estimate correctly the 
spc*ed at which a horse is traveling has spoilt the 
career of many promising lads, and this will be 
lM)rin‘ out ]»y every trainer, who will tell you that 
nieii wlioni he has had in his eiuploy for |H*rhaps 
a score of years even then lannot tell the differ- 
ence betwen a half-si>eed. three-quarter«speed, or 
racing-pace gallop. 

And now to describe some of the details of an 
apjirentlce’s life. It must not be supposed that 
when he enters the eoiploymeut of a trainer he is I 



at once placed on a race horse. No; a good many 
things have be learned before he achieves tuat 
distinction. TTie routine of a stable has first to be 
taught and there is a great deal more in this than 
most p^»ple Imagine. At the outset his attentions 
are mainly confined to sweeping the yards, polishing 
brasswork washing out the stables, cleaning sad” 
dies, brnlles and harness, and a hundred and one 
otner details too numerous to mention. Going the 
rounds with the “stoiqiing pot” is one of these 
pst duties, and as this implement will no doubt 
be unknown to many readers it may be well to ex- 
'*‘*®*\ A “stopping pot” is a box or other 
receptacle containing moist cowdung, which is used 
to stop up horns’ feet the night before they have 
Ik ^ resliod, the object of the dung being to soften 
the hoofs and thus render them less resisting to tlie 
bl^acksmiUi’s knife. The novice is then gradually 
educated in the proiier way of cleaning out a stable 
and ^Hiding it down, while he also has to notiee 
how to dress a horse down iiroperly. It Is fre- 
wonderment to the visitor who 
? inspection of a racing stable to sc*e
